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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-52 and 57-61, drawn to performing an action by providing access to 
resources associated with a specified procedure, wherein each procedure has one 
or more corresponding actions and one or more resources associated with the 
action , classified in class 705, subclass 7. 

Claims 53-56, drawn to using a graphical user interface to generate definitions of 
procedures, that includes receiving a list of actions that conform to a designated 
navigation model wherein the defined procedure is associated with one or more 
roles in a role-based portal environment, classified in class 705, subclass 7. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because invention II is directed to generating procedure definitions and associating the 
defined procedure with one or more roles in a role-based portal environment. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as enabling the user to perform a specified action by 
providing access to resources associated with the specified procedure.
